2* In early June $ about 20*000 Chinese Communist troops trained in the 
Canton area and in Kukong (Ch 1 uchiang - 1X3-33 ,, 2k-$Q) Hsien left by 
rail for Hankow en route to Korea* 

3* As of early June* KAO Kang was soon to replace P*ENG Te*°huai as com- 
manding general of Chinese Communist forces in Korea* He was also t© 
continue in his position as chairman of the Northeast Government* 
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
